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t’s our job to improve the parks and
open spaces you love and together with
like-minded foundations, corporate
donors and individuals, we’re touching
more lives than ever before. The Parks
Foundation of Miami-Dade had a banner
year, raising more than $800,000 to
enhance parks and parks programming
throughout the community. We helped
provide 500 children free swimming
lessons, transformed Tamiami Park’s
aging recreation center into a new place
to play for children with disabilities, and
implemented a run-jog-walk program
with AvMed Health Plans which helped
dozens of children lose weight and stay
in shape, including a brother and sister
who lost a combined 70 pounds!

We’re not resting on our laurels. We are
committed to raising another $800,000
in 2013, including $100,000 for Miami-
Dade Park’s nationally-recognized
Fit2Play Programs. Dollars are providing
recreational scholarships — and a safety
net — for children who would otherwise
have few safe, structured after-school
and summer camp options. Investments
like these in our children will pay
dividends down the road.

Plans are also on the table to showcase
our community’s 50-year vision for parks
and open spaces through the creation
of the first-ever transit-oriented park in
Miami-Dade. Just as New York’s High
Line transformed a former elevated
railroad spur into a linear park, Brickell
Station Park will make use of scarce
green space beneath Miami-Dade’s
Metrorail as we seek to create a seamless
system of beautiful connections that
move residents and visitors from place
to place.

With a parks system so diverse and

a Parks Department committed to
excellence, innovation and stewardship,
our Board'’s ability to provide stable
and expanding mission-critical support
is made that much easier. We invite
you to see what we have accomplished
together, where we are headed, and
grow with us.

or more than 40 years, the National
Recreation and Park Association has
been the voice of America’s Parks. In
2012, they dubbed Miami-Dade County
Mayor Carlos Gimenez “Master of the
Plan,” saying our 50-year vision for parks
and open spaces is setting the bar for
parks systems all across the country.
It was the latest feather in our cap
as we seek to provide the outstanding
recreational, natural and cultural
experiences our residents and visitors
have come to expect.

Park enhancements, large and small,
came online in 2012. Homestead Bayfront
Park welcomed a new restaurant and
renovated atoll pool. Parks including West
Perrine and Gwen Cherry unveiled new
fitness zones. In 2013, we will break
ground on a new Florida Exhibit at Zoo
Miami and begin expanding Tropical
Park’s Equestrian Center. With an eye
toward the future, we also combined our
coastal parks and six marinas into one
enterprise, setting the stage for enhanced
revenue opportunities and an improved
experience for park users.

Despite a slow economic recovery,

we broke records. Zoo Miami and the
Sony Ericsson Open enjoyed record
attendance in 2012, and voters
overwhelmingly approved the use of
tournament revenues and private funds
to enhance Crandon Tennis Center.

Great Park Summit

Fairchild Tropical Botanic Garden was the site for the 2012 Great Park Summit
presented by AvMed Health Plans. Held once every two years, the summit brings
together people with a passion for great parks and open spaces, and a vision for
making them more sustainable, interconnected and economically vibrant.

Locally and nationally recognized speakers discuss the importance of parks for
improving the economy, environment and health of Miami-Dade County.

The summit’s theme, Partnerships Through Creative Initiatives: Red field

to Green fields, showcased an initiative designed to redevelop underutilized
commercial land with new parks as the first phase of re-development, creating jolbs
and enhancing property values. Miami-Dade Parks was selected as a pilot site for
the initiative, funded through a grant from the Speedwell Foundation with a local
match from The John S. and James L. Knight Foundation.

Brickell Station Park

Plans are on the table to showcase the
OSMP with Miami-Dade Parks’ first-ever
transit-oriented park. Located beneath
Miami-Dade’s above ground railway
system, Brickell Station Park will utilize a
revenue-generating app to promote local
businesses and events, reduce traffic
congestion and provide much-needed
park land and green space for residents

and visitors.
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Just as New York’s High Line transformed
a former elevated railroad spur into a
linear park, Brickell Park will make use

of scarce green space beneath Miami-
Dade’s Metrorail as we seek to create a
seamless system of beautiful connections
that move residents and visitors from
place to place.

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Bikeways and Trails

Connecting great parks and public spaces
is a major component of the OSMP. New
bikeways and trails are helping us realize
that vision. Construction and/or planning
began on three major greenway expansion
projects in 2012.

¢ Black Creek Trail (South-West)
Extending from Larry and Penny
Thompson Park to Black Point Park
and Marina, the 8.7 mile Black
Creek Trail is being widened,
resurfaced and enhanced with
additional trail segments. Amenities
will include landscaping, wayfinding
signage, rest areas and small shelters.

¢ Snake Creek Trail (North)

The 4.5 mile Snake Creek Trail

along Miami Gardens Drive will
feature a 10-foot wide asphalt
surface connecting parts of North
Miami Beach, Miami Gardens

and unincorporated Miami-Dade.
Amenities will include two landscaped
mini-parks with adult fitness stations,
rubberized play climbers for tiny

tots, rain shelters with single tables,
benches and bicycle racks.

At the request of the National Park
Service and with the help of a $1.2
million grant, Miami-Dade Parks is
managing the planning of the River of
Grass Greenway, a 12-14 foot wide
corridor through the Everglades which
will extend from Miami-Dade’s Krome
Avenue to Naples.
